But last weekend, Wall 
grabbed attention for all the 
right reasons at Auburn Drive 
High School’s mini conven¬ 
tion. 

“When I graduated, being 
a nerd was veiy shunned on,” 
said Wall, owner of Giant Ro¬ 
bot Comics in Dartmouth. 

“Going back and being the 
cool guy was kind of a weird 
switch of pace for me,” he 
laughed. 

Thousands of people are 
expected to line up for Free 


Comic Book Day across the 
world this Saturday, includ¬ 
ing local spots like Strange 
Adventures, Wall’s store and 
the Alderney Library. 

In Halifax, new businesses 
like The Board Room Game 
Cafe and PVP Bar & Gaming 
Lounge are riding the geeky 
wave alongside comic book 
stores, but Wall said the scene 
is veiy friendly and there’s 
“more than enough geeks to 
go around.” 

“I think it’s just a lot of 
people grew up really liking 
that and now those people 
are in the majority, and 
they’re letting their kids get 
into it,” he said. 

While many parents will 
bring their kids (sometimes 
in costume) to get excited 
about reading on Saturday, 
Wall said the event is a cheap 
way for anyone to dive into 
comics through free issues of 
Archie, The Tick, or Guard¬ 
ians of the Galaxy.

For Wall, comic’s appeal 
of artwork and the ability to 
go your own speed can’t be 
matched. 

“When you have a giant 
two-page splash of all this ac¬ 
tion, you can just kind of soak 
it in,” he said. 

“If it’s a Michael Bay 
movie, it’s three seconds and 
you’re like ‘Oh that was an 
explosion’ and it’s done.”

Development plans. 

Residents call for lower 
buildings, larger green 
space on waterfront

Many Bedford residents who 
attended a Thursday night 
meeting on the proposed 
waterfront development said 
they were happy no more 
basin infilling would be done 
— but they also echoed resi¬ 
dent Jennifer Ramsay’s com¬ 
ment: “We really need to ask 
for more.” 

More than 100 people at¬ 
tended the presentation and 
discussion hosted by the 
Waterfront Development Cor¬ 
poration, where vice-president 
of planning Andy Fillmore out¬ 
lined their preferred option 
that included 13 mixed-use 
buildings to cover the cost of 
the 20-acre project. 

Fillmore said they decided 
to scale back the size of the 
original 2010 development 
after residents asked to pro¬ 
tect the shoreline and reef, but 
they still need to create build-

ings four to 12 storeys high to 
accommodate enough units. 

He said the 1,919 residents 
will be needed to pay for the 
$33.5-million construction 
costs and still have $5 million 
left over for maintenance in 
the years to come. 

Many residents, includ¬ 
ing Della Doucette, said they 
did not want to see buildings 
reaching higher than six or 
seven storeys and preferred 


lots of green space and board¬ 
walks. 

“I like the idea of bringing 
more people to Bedford ... but 
it does have to be done care¬ 
fully,” said Doucette. 

The design calls for two 
10- and seven-storey buildings 
near the marina facing the 
basin on either side of a park, 
which Ramsay, a panel speak¬ 
er, said should go. 

“I was veiy proud at the 


fact the infill had stopped and 
I was excited.... I figured that 
was a true win for Bedford,” 
Ramsay told the crowd. 

“When I looked more close¬ 
ly at the plan I... felt it is very 
similar to the 2010 concept 
plan, it’s just put on a smaller 
piece of property.” 

Both Ramsay and Mark Cur¬ 
rie of Save Bedford’s Water¬ 
front Society said it would be 
best to have most of the 11.5 


acres of open space made 
into a large area for families 
to enjoy, instead of between 
buildings. 

Ramsay said the plan has 
improved but everyone is 
forced to look at the “dump 
site” of the lot and should be 
asking for more. 

“You really need to say it 
now. If you don’t ask for more 
park space, it’s never going to 
happen,” Ramsay said.

MART 
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Stolen history comes home 


Dalhousie. Police still 
have thousands more 
items to comb through

RCMP investigators have re¬ 
turned several hundred stolen 
historical artifacts recovered 
from the home of a Fall River 
man to Dalhousie University. 

The letters, paintings and 
other historical bric-a-brac 
were among 7,000 antiquities 
police seized from John Mark 
Tillman after a traffic stop in 
July 2012. 

“There’s quite a bit of his- 
toiy here, it’s been land of 
neat for us,” said RCMP Street 
Crimes Enforcement Unit Con¬ 
st. Danyl Morgan. 

“I’m not aware of any case 
like this the RCMP has had 
to tackle in Canada in the 27 
years I’ve been in policing.” 

Morgan and Halifax Region¬ 
al Police Const. Kristen Bradley 
came to Dalhousie’s Killam 
Libraiy Thursday with several 
boxes packed with documents 
more than 100 years old. 

Among them were letters 
written by George Washington 
and Gen. James Wolfe, each 
valued at several thousands of 
dollars. 

It was the Wolfe letter, sit¬ 


ting on the passenger seat of 
Tillman’s car, which led to the 
discoveiy of the massive, ill- 
begotten treasure trove. 

“Just because it was written 
in calligraphy on this type of 
paper and dated 1758, to me 
it said there’s something not 
right here,” said Bradley, who 
was involved in the original 
traffic stop. 

Tillman was sentenced to 
nine years in prison last Sep¬ 
tember, and has worked with 
police since then to reunite the 
artifacts with owners across At¬ 
lantic Canada. 

He’s also revealed how he 
pilfered eveiything from sculp¬ 
tures to heavy paintings, like 
the Audobon Society print re¬ 
turned to Dalhousie’s biology 
department. 

“He dressed up in a pair 
of painter’s coveralls with a 
paintbrush hanging out of his 
pocket, walked in, picked this 
off a wall, and walked out of 
the building,” said Morgan. 

Dalhousie spokesperson 
Brian Leadbetter said security 
protocols have been changed 
to better protect the Special 
Collections — but the Wolfe 
and Washington letters will be 
digitized and made available 
online. 

“It’s certainly valuable 
for us to have those items re¬ 
covered ... so we can share and 
make them available to broad¬ 
er audiences,” he said.

Cops hope more victims will step up 


Police say media coverage of 
the John Tillman case in the 
last few days has prompted 
more potential victims to 
come forward. 

“This has been spanning 
a year and a half now and 
we still get calls from people 
saying I’ve been meaning to 
call, or I wanted to call — now 


they’re calling,” said RCMP 
Const. Danyl Morgan. 

Morgan said in some cases, 
verification of claims is easy 
because of an existing report 
of a stolen item. 

Others may take a little 
more time. 

“We have to investigate 
that what they’re claiming to 


have lost is a valid claim and 
not somebody looking to pick 
up something from this case,” 
he said. 

Some of the pieces Tillman 
sold may never be recovered. 
Morgan said he’s claimed to 
have sold pieces to collectors 
as far away as Russia and as 
long ago as the early 1980s. 


But so far, Morgan said Till¬ 
man has been truthful and ac¬ 
curate about the origins of the 
antiquities he held on to. 

“He admired this stuff, 
wandered around his house 
and looked at it, and probably 
cherished it — more so than 
most people would,” he said.

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Father opposes 
publication ban 


Mandatory order. 

Name of alleged victim 
in high-profile child 
porn case can't be 
printed 


The father of the alleged victim 
in a prominent child pornog¬ 
raphy case says he’s opposed to 
a publication ban on her iden¬ 
tity because it will erase her tra¬ 
gic story from public view. 

A provincial court judge in 
Halifax cited a mandatoiy pub¬ 
lication ban Wednesday that 
prohibits the identification of 
victims in child pornography 
cases. 

The girl’s father said in an 
interview Thursday he plans 
to oppose the ban before the 
courts if it isn’t lifted. 

The teenaged girl died last 


year and the case has resulted 
in national headlines since 
then. 

“You’ve just taken some¬ 
thing veiy public with my 
daughter and hidden it in a 
closet and I don’t want this in a 
closet. I want this out in public 
for all to see,” said the father, 
who cannot be identified be¬ 
cause of the ban. 

The man also says his abil¬ 
ity to make effective arguments 
for reforms and to raise public 
awareness may be harmed by 
the judge’s ruling. 

“I think it (the ban) would 
have a veiy negative impact. A 
lot of what’s happened in the 
case has happened because it’s 
been veiy public,” he said. 

Two teens face charges of 
distributing child pornography 
in connection with the case, 
while one of them also faces a 
charge of making child pomog-

raphy. 

Judge Jamie Campbell cited 
the ban under Section 486 of 
the Criminal Code, which pre¬ 
vents the naming of victims 
of child pornography, after a 
Crown lawyer noted the rel¬ 
evant section. 

“At this point that’s a man¬ 
datoiy order and the manda¬ 
toiy order has been made 
because it is mandatoiy,” the 
judge said in court after listen¬ 
ing to the Crown’s comment.

Drug trafficker pleads 
guilty to couple’s murder 


A Colchester County man has 
pleaded guilty to two counts of 
second-degree murder that oc¬ 
curred almost 14 years ago in 
connection with alleged biker 
gang activity. 

Curtis Blair Lynds, 38, a con¬ 
victed drug trafficker serving 
time in federal prison, was set 
to go on trial in Kentville prov¬ 
incial court on Monday. 

Instead, he appeared at the 


Nova Scotia Supreme Court in 
Halifax on Thursday and plead¬ 
ed guilty to his involvement in 
the shooting deaths of Barry 
Kirk Mersereau, 48, and Nancy 
Christensen, 47. 

The couple was found slain 
in their Centre Burlington 
home in September 2000. 

Lynds was sentenced to life 
in prison and must serve 20 
years before he’s eligible to 


apply for parole. 

He is the third man to be 
convicted in the two deaths. 

Michael Lawrence, from 
Windsor, pleaded guilty to first- 
degree murder charges in Janu- 
aiy 2012. Leslie Douglas Green¬ 
wood, from Colchester County, 
was found guilty of second-de¬ 
gree murder in May 2012. He’s 
appealing his convictions.

Convicted kidnapper won’t 
be sentenced until September 


A man whose assault and 
kidnapping of two Wey¬ 
mouth women ended with 
a dramatic crash in New 
Minas two years ago will 
have to wait several months 
longer before he’s sen¬ 
tenced. 

Gordon Frank Nickerson 
was in Kentville court this 
week for sentencing, but 
will have to come back. 

The judge wanted more 
time to prepare a decision 
on whether or not he will 
be declared a dangerous of¬ 
fender. 


Submissions were heard 
on the application in Janu¬ 
ary. 

The 36-year-old has 
pleaded guilty to 12 char¬ 
ges. 

The charges include kid¬ 
napping, sexual assault and 
break and enter, breach of 
a peace bond, assault and 
dangerous driving charges 
in connection with the Feb. 
29, 2012 incident. 

He is scheduled to return 
to Kentville provincial court 
on Sept. 4 for sentencing.

Bluenose II could sit out 
most of tourist season 


Restoration. The 

vessel will have to 
undergo a test drive in 
Lunenburg harbour 


The Bluenose II could be side¬ 
lined for yet another summer 
while the cost of restoring the 
famed schooner balloons to 
nearly $18 million, a Nova Sco¬ 
tia cabinet minister said Thurs¬ 
day 

Tony Ince, minister of com¬ 
munities, culture and heritage, 
said he’s optimistic the vessel, 
which is considered Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s sailing ambassador, will be 
seaworthy for at least a portion 
of the tourist season, but he ad¬ 
mitted there’s no guarantee. 

“There is, I’d Idee to say, an 
idea that it’s possible that it 
could be done in enough time 
and still have part of the sailing 
season,” Ince said outside the 
legislature. 

The government said con¬ 


tinued problems with the ves¬ 
sel’s steering system mean it 
will need to undergo a test 
drive in Lunenburg harbour 
ahead of sea trials. 

“There is a possibility if the 
tests determine that the func¬ 
tionality is not optimal, then 
we may have to take it out of 
the water and do some modifi¬ 
cations,” said Ince. 

The iconic schooner was 
supposed to return to regular 
sailing in the summer of 2012 
after an extensive two-year 
rebuild at a cost of $15.9 mil¬ 
lion, with $4.9 million from Ot¬ 
tawa. Since then, Nova Scotians 
have seen proposed dates for 
sea trials and official launches 
come and go. 

When asked if the ongoing 
restoration was approaching 
the $18-million mark, Ince said 
he didn’t want to speculate on 
numbers. He then conceded: “I 
wouldn’t put it past being close 
to $18 million, yes.” 

NDP member Lenore Zann 
said Thursday it’s no surprise

adding that, despite the holdups, he 
doesn't believe the Bluenose’s reputation

Karla MacFarlane, tour¬ 
ism critic for the Opposition 
Progressive Conservatives, 
criticized Ince for being vague 
about the vessel’s launch date 
and budget, saying the ongoing 
saga is a disappointment to the 
public. 

“It’s the minister’s prob¬ 
ably biggest file,” she said. “He 
should be on top of it and he 
should have answers.”

A Halifax car dealer is tackling 
environmental issues from a 
businessman’s perspective in 
his new book, There Is No Plan¬ 
et B: Promise and Peril on Our 
Warming World. 

Not convinced a car dealer 
is the best person to teach 
you about sustainability? Mike 
Velemirovich, owner and gen¬ 
eral manager at Hillcrest Volk¬ 
swagen, believes these interests 
go hand-in-hand. 

When his young son got 
a bad sunburn in 2003 on a 
family trip to Florida, he real¬ 
ized tilings were different than 
when he was a child — things 
had changed. 


“I realized my family’s 
business contributed in part 
to changing our world, and in 
ways, not changing it for the 
better,” Velemirovich said. 

As director of the Canadian 
Automobile Dealers Associa¬ 
tion, he’ll be speaking about 
sustainability issues at the next 
meeting, touching on subjects 
like the benefits of biofuel. 

“To be able to present to 
that group of people is some¬ 
thing that environmentalists 
just don’t get to do ... From an 
inside position like that, I think 
we’re able to affect change and 
get things moving quicker than 
they would otherwise,” he said. 

Retired soldier Capt. Trevor 
Greene, who co-wrote the book 
with Velemirovich, approaches 
the issues from a veiy different 
angle. 

“We call him an ‘activist 
soldier,’ so he comes from the 
point of view of someone who’s 
served to defend Canadian val¬ 
ues,” Velemirovich said. 

When Greene was serving 


in Afghanistan in 2006, he was 
struck in the head with an axe, 
which almost sliced his brain in 
two. Greene survived, defying 
all odds, eventually emerging 
from a coma before undergoing 
intensive rehabilitation. 

He said he didn’t like the 
Canada he woke up to. He saw 
a Canada that had sold out its 
democracy to oil companies, 
and he wanted to do something 
about it. 

The two wrote the book 
together over the past year-and- 
a-half, despite Greene, a former 
Haligonian, living on the op¬ 
posite side of the country in 
Nanaimo, B.C.

Former director 
of planning for 
CBRM. Human rights 
commission issues ruling 


The Cape Breton Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality’s former director of 
planning has lost his bid to be 
reinstated following a decision 
on his mandatoiy retirement 
released Thursday by the Nova 
Scotia Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion. 

Doug Foster was told in 
2012 he had to give up his job 
because he turned 65. He ap¬ 
pealed to the Human Rights 
Commission later that year. 

He complained the CBRM 
changed his defined contribu¬ 
tion plan to allow mandatoiy 
retirement just before legisla¬ 
tive changes would have al¬ 
lowed him to continue to work 
past 65. 

In an email to the Cape 
Breton Post late Thursday after¬ 
noon, Foster said his lawyer, 
Blair Mitchell, would be speak¬ 
ing on his behalf. Mitchell 
couldn’t be reached for com¬ 
ment Thursday evening. 

CBRM human resources dir¬ 
ector Angus Fleming said the 
commission upheld a munici¬ 
pal policy that was established 
upon amalgamation in 1995. 

“We provided pensions for 
employees. We hired them 
with the idea that they would 
retire at the age of 65 and give 
opportunity to the next per¬ 
son,” he said. 

“Those were the type of 
issues we were fighting this 
case on.” 


A board of inquiry held 
over two days in Januaiy heard 
Foster speak about the forced 
retirement and his life circum¬ 
stances, which had changed, 
including the birth of another 
child. 

He currently works for him¬ 
self as an independent plan¬ 
ning consultant. 

Dennis James, chair of the 
independent inquiry, found 
that amendments to Foster’s 
pension plan were bona fide, or 
in good faith, since they were 
within the legislative excep¬ 
tions available at that time. 

This exception permitted 
mandatoiy retirement under 
the Nova Scotia Human Rights 
Act. 

The CBRM is the only muni¬ 
cipality in the province that still 
has mandatoiy retirement. 

Prior to the human rights 
commission granting a board 
of inquiiy into Foster’s case, the 
CBRM argued an inquiry was 
an abuse of power and that it 
was an attempt to relitigate an 
issue that had already been de¬ 
termined by the commission in

2009 involving a former CBRM 
employee. 

The 2009 inquiiy had found 
that the mandatoiy retirement 
at age 65 was within the age dis¬ 
crimination exception, meet¬ 
ing the pension plan-related 
exception. 

It was due to this case that 
the board dismissed the man¬ 
datoiy retirement complaints 
by former CBRM employees 
John Hynes, Judy Wadden and 
Maiy Coffin in December after 
it was determined it amounted 
to a relitigation of the 2009 
case. 

However, Foster’s complaint 
was allowed to proceed to a full 
hearing because it involved a 
different pension plan, which 
had not been tested in front of a

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55 U.S. colleges facing 
sexual assault inquiries 


Fifty-five colleges and univer¬ 
sities — big and small, public 
and private — are being inves¬ 
tigated over their handling of 
sexual abuse complaints, the 
U.S. Education Department 
revealed Thursday. 

The department’s release 
of the list is unprecedented 
and comes as the Obama ad¬ 
ministration seeks to shed 
greater light on the issue of 
sexual assault in higher edu¬ 
cation and how it is being 
handled. 

Going forward, the depart¬ 
ment said, it will keep an 
updated list of schools facing 
such investigations and make 
it available upon request. 

The schools range from 
big public universities includ¬ 
ing Ohio State University, 
the University of California, 
Berkeley, and Arizona State 
University to private schools 
including Knox College in Il¬ 


linois, Swarthmore College 
in Pennsylvania and Cath¬ 
olic University of America 
in the District of Columbia. 
Ivy League schools including 
Harvard, Princeton and Dart¬ 
mouth are also on the list. 

The agency previously 
would confirm such Title IX 
investigations when asked, 
but students and others were 
often unaware of them. 

Catherine E. Lhamon, the 
assistant secretaiy of educa¬ 
tion for civil rights, said in 
a statement that a school’s 
presence on the list does not 
mean that it has violated the 
law but that an investigation 
of complaints is underway. 

Education Secretaiy Arne 
Duncan said there had been 
“lots of internal debate” 
about whether to release the 
list but that he believes in 
transparency. Duncan said 
there is “absolutely zero

Canadian 
filmmaker found 
dead at temples 

The family of Dave Walker, 
a Canadian filmmaker who 
went missing in Cambodia in 
Februaiy, says he was found 
dead on Thursday. 

A statement issued on 
behalf of Walker’s family 
says his body was reportedly 
discovered by a child at the 
Angkor Wat temples in Siem 
Reap, Cambodia. 


Cambodian law enforce¬ 
ment officials told the family 
it appeared Walker had died 
several weeks ago. 

The statement says a doc¬ 
tor at the site was unable to 
determine a cause of death 
and an autopsy will be held 
to tiy to determine how and 
when Walker died. 

Forensic officer Pheng

Military should 
pull out: Putin 


Ukraine crisis. Ukrainian 
president renews 
draft amid 'threats of 
encroachment' 


Russian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin said Thursday that Ukraine 
should withdraw its militaiy 
units from the eastern and 
southern regions of the coun¬ 
try, where anti-government 
insurgents are seizing build¬ 
ings, but hours later, Ukraine’s 
acting president ordered the 
military draft be renewed as 
the unrest intensifies. 

Although Ukraine last year 
announced plans to end mil¬ 


itary conscription and trans¬ 
fer to an all-volunteer force, 
Olelcsandr Turchynov said in 
his order that the draft must 
be renewed in light of “threats 
of encroachment on Ukraine’s 
territorial integrity and inter¬ 
ference by Russia in the inter¬ 
nal affairs of Ukraine.” 

Moscow has consistently 
denounced Ukrainian secur¬ 
ity forces’ largely ineffectual 
“anti-terrorist” operation 
against the eastern insurgents 
and warned they shouldn’t 
commit violence against civil¬ 
ians. In a telephone conversa¬ 
tion with German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel, Putin said the 
removal of military units from 
the south and east was the 


“main thing.” 

Turchynov’s order didn’t 
specify where conscript- 
bolstered forces could be de¬ 
ployed. Earlier in the week, he 
said police and security forces 
had been effectively “helpless” 
against insurgents in the Don¬ 
etsk and Luhanslc regions, and 
that efforts should be focused 
on preventing its spread to 
other parts of the country. 

In the regional capital city 
of Donetsk, anti-government 
demonstrators took over 
the regional prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice Thursday. Donetsk is the 
heartland of support for Rus¬ 
sia-friendly former President 
Viktor Yanukovych. 
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Infrastructure lacking 


Canada can't 
help Ukraine 
as energy 
supplier 

Canada has little hope of 
reaping any kind of energy 
or resource windfall from the 
crisis in Ukraine. 

That message was deliv¬ 
ered Thursday to a House 
of Commons committee in 
testimony by energy experts 
from Alberta, Europe, and 
Ukraine. The committee is 
hearing evidence on whether 
there are opportunities for 


Canada to export oil and gas 
to Europe and help wean 
Ukraine off its dependence on 
Russian energy. 

The natural resources com¬ 
mittee was told that Canada 
is the better part of a decade 
away from having the pipe¬ 
lines and other infrastructure 
necessaiy to be a meaningful 
energy supplier to Europe. 

Russia supplies most of 
Ukraine’s natural gas, giving 
it an economic lever over the 
Ukrainian militaiy — one it is 
currently exercising. 

Russia annexed the Cri¬ 
mean Peninsula last month 
while pro-Russian gunmen 
are taking over cities in the 


country’s eastern region. 

The testimony offered a 
sobering counterpoint to the 
Harper government’s public 
enthusiasm about increased 
Canadian energy exports to 
Europe. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel appeared unenthusias- 
tic about that prospect when 
she hosted Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper in March. 

Geoff Hill, an oil and gas 
expert with Deloitte Canada, 
said the country has abundant 
resources but there’s no sign 
of the pipelines and other 
infrastructure needed to 
increase exports to Europe.

‘He’s a broken 
man.’ But mayor will

Mayor Rob Ford left home 
Thursday, hours after announ¬ 
cing plans to take leave to deal 
with his substance-abuse prob¬ 
lems amid a triple dose of scan¬ 
dalizing revelations that have 
raised further questions about 
his fitness for office. 

Confronted with reports of 
a recent video showing him 
allegedly smoking crack co¬ 
caine, an audio recording of the 
mayor spewing profanities and 
maldng lewd comments about 
a fellow mayoral contender, 
and witness accounts of him 
snorting cocaine at a city night¬ 
club, Ford said he would be 
seeking “immediate help.” 

“He’s a broken man. He’s 
got a lot of demons,” Ford’s 
lawyer Dennis Morris told The 
Canadian Press. “He realizes 
that he’s not well and in need 
of help. He’s just running off 
the rails. That’s something he 
now appreciates.” 

Ford did not speak to repor¬ 
ters in front of his home as he 
left in a two-car convoy Thurs¬ 
day morning. 

A private plane flew him to 
Chicago, Global TV reported, 
while CBC cited his brother as 
saying Ford would be spending 
30 days at an unspecified addic¬ 
tions facility. 

At a news conference Thurs¬ 
day, an emotional Doug Ford 
said facing your problems and

Fair Elections Act. 

Proposed changes 
to law will cause 
hundreds of thousands 
to lose right to vote, 
critics charge 


The Conservative bill to tighten 
up election laws is in the final 
stages of review at a House 
of Commons committee, and 
things are getting ugly. 

After long hours of scrutiny 
of the Fair Elections Act’s many 
clauses, only two technical 
amendments by the opposition 
had been approved by Thurs¬ 
day afternoon. 

New Democrat MP David 
Christopherson’s frustration 
boiled over when the com¬ 
mittee rejected a proposal 
to ensure voter information 
cards are marked prominently 
to indicate they are not con¬ 
sidered valid ID. 

The proposed Act has elim¬ 
inated the cards as a fall-back 
ID for voters who discover they 
don’t have the right documents 
when they show up to vote.

New report 
on missing 
aircraft 

Air traffic controllers did not 
realize that Malaysia Airlines 
Flight 370 was missing until 17 
minutes after it disappeared 
from civilian radar, according 
to a preliminaiy report on the 
plane’s disappearance released 
Thursday by Malaysia’s govern¬ 
ment. 

The plane went off 
Malaysian radar at 1:21 a.m. 
on March 8, and Vietnamese 
air traffic controllers began 
contacting Kuala Lumpur 
at 1:38 a.m. after they failed 
to establish verbal contact 
with the pilots and the plane 
didn’t show up on their radar, 
according to the five-page 
report, which was dated April 
9 and sent last month to the 
International Civil Aviation 
Organization. 

The documents showed 
that Malaysian authorities did 
not launch an official search 
and rescue operation until 
four hours later, at 5:30 a.m., 
after efforts to locate the plane 
failed, the associated press

Video released by 
ferry victim’s family 
shows last moments 



Soon after the feny began to 
tilt, there was nervous laugh¬ 
ter, jokes about the Titanic 
and talk of selfies and Face- 
book posts from the doomed 
high school students huddled 
below deck. 

But the lighthearted 
atmosphere soon turned ser¬ 
ious as the listing worsened. 
Fear began building, and one 
student asked, “Am I really go¬ 
ing to die?” 

The shaky video — at times 
poignant and heartbreaking 
as the teens said last words to 
their loved ones — was found 
on the cellphone belonging 
to 17-year-old Park Su-hyeon 


when his body was recovered 
after the disaster on the mor¬ 
ning of April 16 off South 
Korea. 

The boy’s father, Park Jong- 
dae, provided it Thursday to 
The Associated Press, saying 
he wanted to show the world 
the conditions aboard the 
Sewol as it sank. He earlier 
released it to select South Ko¬ 
rean media. 

About 220 bodies, mostly 
from inside the submerged 
vessel, have been recovered. 
More than 80 per cent of the 
victims were students from a 
high school in Ansan, south 
of Seoul, on their way to the 


tourist island of Jeju for a 
school trip. 

The group of teens in Park 
Su-hyeon’s video alternated 
between bluster, attempts at 
humour and unmistakable 
fear. 

Only one could be seen 
wearing a life jacket at the 
beginning of the clips, which 
started at 8:52 a.m. and ended, 
with a small break between 
them, at 9:09 a.m., when 
everyone appeared to be wear¬ 
ing them. 

Some of the students strug¬ 
gled as they tried to buckle 
the life jackets. As the listing 
worsened, they joked about 


“final commemorative pic¬ 
tures” and “defying gravity” 
by tiying to walk on the walls. 


“It’s like we’re becoming 
the Titanic,” one student said.

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Activists arrested after 
oil dispute with tanker 



Dutch police say they de¬ 
tained 31 Greenpeace ac¬ 
tivists who attempted to 
prevent a Russian tanker 
carrying the first oil pro¬ 
duced by a new offshore 
platform in the Arctic Ocean 
from mooring at Rotterdam 
Port on Thursday. 

The environmental group 
sent two ships, plus a fleet 
of rubber rafts, paragliders 
and activists on shore, to 
meet the Mikhail Ulyanov, a 
tanker chartered by Russia’s 
state-controlled oil company, 
Gazprom OAO. 

Activists painted the 
words “No Arctic Oil” in 
white letters on the hull of 
the Russian tanker. After sev¬ 
eral hours, the Ulyanov was 
able to dock safely. 

Greenpeace opposes oil 
production inside the Arctic 
Circle, warning of the dan¬ 
ger of a spill in a pristine and 
difficult-to-reach area — as 
well as the threat of worsen¬ 
ing global warming caused 
by using fossil fuels. 

Rotterdam police spokes¬ 
man Roland Elckers said 
Peter Willcox, the captain 
of the Rainbow Warrior, had 
disobeyed police orders to 
move his ship. Ultimately 


police arrested Willcox and 
towed the vessel to a differ¬ 
ent part of the port. A further 
30 activists were detained for 
trespassing or blocking the 
Ulyanov’s mooring place on 
rubber rafts. 

Willcox was one of a 
group of 28 activists and two 
journalists arrested by Rus¬ 
sian authorities last year and 
charged with piracy after a 
protest near Gazprom’s Pri- 
razlomnaya offshore Arctic 
platform. They spent months 
in a Russian prison before 
being released shortly before 


the Winter Olympics in So¬ 
chi earlier this year. 

“The fight to stop Arctic 
oil drilling is one of the de¬ 
fining battles of our time,” 
said Greenpeace Internation¬ 
al Executive Director Kumi 
Naidoo “We will not be in¬ 
timidated, and we will win.” 

Stanislav Chichin, the 
captain of the Ulyanov, said 
the Greenpeace action violat¬ 
ed “fundamental principles 
of international conventions 
for safety at sea as well as en¬ 
vironmental safety.”

In a response to the 2007 pris¬ 
on death of Ashley Smith, the 
federal government is starting 
a pilot project to help female 
prisoners with serious mental 


health needs. 

Smith was a troubled teen 
whose long experience in the 
prison system ended in her 
choking to death in a cell while 
guards looked on. A coroner’s 
inquest produced more than 
100 recommendations aimed at 
improving the lot of mentally 
troubled prisoners. 

The new project, announced 
Thursday by Public Safety Min¬ 
ister Steven Blaney, is aimed at

female prisoners with serious 
mental problems. 


It involves the Royal Ottawa 
health-care group’s Brockville 
Mental Health Centre, which 
will set aside beds for troubled 
female offenders, and L’Institut 
Philippe Pinel in Montreal and 
the East Coast Forensic Hospital 
in Dartmouth, N.S. 

The project will expand the 
system’s ability to deal with 
the most troubled prisoners, 
Blaney said. 

“Developing a partnership 
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with the Royal Ottawa Health 
Care Group offers a timely op¬ 
portunity to further our efforts 
to better manage those offend¬ 
ers with the highest needs 
through provincial health-care 
partnerships,” he said in a news 
release. 

George Weber, president of 
the Royal Hospital Group, said 
proper mental health care can 
pay dividends. 

“We know that a significant 


number of offenders, especially 
women offenders, suffer from 
some form of mental illness 
and that those who receive 
treatment are not only health¬ 
ier, but they are also less likely 
to reoffend.” 

Smith had a long histoiy 
of choking herself. Before she 
died, guards were told not to 
intervene in her self-strangula¬ 
tion as long as she was breath¬ 
ing.

Fracking report 
makes waves 

A report that urges caution 
before embarking upon 
fracking is causing ripples 
in New Brunswick, where 
shale gas development has 
set off storms of protests. 

Stephanie Merrill of 
the Conservation Council 
of New Brunswick said 
the report by the Council 
of Canadian Academies 
highlights a lot of the con¬ 
cerns her group has about 
fracking, especially risks to 
groundwater. 

“Decision-makers have 
been consistent in labelling 


that concern as misin¬ 
formed and alarmist, and 
that’s really concerning,” 
she said Thursday. 

The report released Wed¬ 
nesday says little is known 
about the long-term impacts 
of extracting gas by fractur¬ 
ing rock beds and more 
research needs to be done. 

It also raises concerns about 
the risk fracking poses to 
water resources, land and 
human health. 

Merrill said a morator¬ 
ium on shale gas develop¬ 
ment needs to be imple¬ 
mented in New Brunswick, 
as has been done in Quebec, 
Nova Scotia and Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador.

Robotics engineer Simon En¬ 
gler has survived the rigors of a 
Mars mission without ever set¬ 
ting his space boots down on 
the Red Planet. 

As part of a NASA-funded 
simulation, Engler hunkered 
down inside a two-storey dome 
on the northern slope of the 
Mauna Loa volcano. There, he 
and his fellow guinea pigs en¬ 
countered “red-flag problems” 
related to inter-planetaiy ex¬ 
ploration. 

The HI-SEAS crew battled 
bouts of separation anxiety, 
yucky pre-packaged diets and 
stinky feet during the four- 
month social experiment 
staged on a barren lava field. It 
explored the emotional strain 
of being isolated for months or 
years at a time, with others. 

“It’s not a normal environ¬ 
ment for a human to live in for 
a long period of time,” Engler 
told Metro. “The reality is that 


you can take the best people in 
the world and — after a long 
period of time — things will 
start to slowly break down be¬ 
cause people are unhappy with 
the environment. 

“NASA really needs to know 
how to mitigate it before they 
actually take this mission.” 

Life on Hawaii’s Big Island 
may sound like reality TV. But 
don’t tell that to Engler, who 
sloughs off the much-publi¬ 
cized Mars One project for its 
“questionable financial respon¬ 
sibilities.” 

Engler, who at the time was 
a PhD student at the University 
of Calgaiy, says he pitched a 
robotic companion project as 
part of the application process 
for HI-SEAS, and was chosen 
from a pool of 700 applicants. 

He describes his colleagues 


as brainy, “astronaut-lilce” folks 
who specialize in fields such as 
nanotechnology, geology and 
physics. They were a mixed bag 
of Type-A and Type-B person¬ 
alities, which was supposedly 
the right mix during the dress 
rehearsal. 

“If you have a balance be¬ 
tween personality types then 
things will work out in the 
long run,” said Engler, who is 
now helping out with Round 2 
of the Mars simulation. 

People problems aside, hu¬ 
man settlers will also need to 
contend with supremely harsh 
environmental conditions on 
the freeze-dried planet. Hyper- 
arid soil, wicked dust storms 
and seasonal geysers provide 
formidable challenges. 

The average temperature 
hangs around -53 C, although 


lows can be twice as chilly, ac¬ 
cording to the Canadian Space 
Agency. And spacesuits are 
needed to prevent the astro¬ 
nauts’ skin and lungs from ex¬ 
ploding due to low air pressure. 

Finding water remains an¬ 
other massive hurdle for many 
researchers, as it’s deemed a 
key indicator to whether the 
planet is hospitable to life. 

“You’re unlikely to find 
flowing water on the surface 
unless it was salt-rich. But even 
then it would be incredibly 
rare,” said Chris Hugenholtz 
from the U of C. “That water’s 
going to have to come from 
underground.” 

He noted there’s plenty 
of evidence of “water-ice”, or 
water in the form of ice, in the 
polar caps. But thirsty space ex¬ 
plorers will also have to keep 
an eye out for spectacular gey¬ 
sers, which stem from a build¬ 
up of carbon dioxide gas below 
the south polar ice sheet. The 
jet-lilce eruptions are known to 
spew sand and dust hundreds 
of feet into the air. 

Dust devils are known to 
blanket the entire planet over 
days, which Hugenholtz noted 
could impede space crews’ 
solar-powered gear. 

“There are some bizarre 
things occurring on the sur¬ 
face that they’re going to have 
to deal with if they’re in those 
more polar regions of Mars 
looking for water,” he said.

PF: If the first settlers were 
all initially astronauts and 
therefore mostly from a 
militaiy background, there 
probably wouldn’t be a 
need for local government 
right away, since they’d 
have a chain of command 
in place already. However, 
once a generation or two 
had passed and the popula¬ 
tion was no longer primar¬ 
ily military, I’d expect that 
they’d want to establish a 
local government to take 
care of basic local needs 
that couldn’t just be com¬ 
pletely dictated from Earth, 
like the fair distribution 
of resources and making 
sure society is functional. 
Otherwise, the colony 
would run the risk of being 
completely dictatorial, with 
us Earth-bound humans dic¬ 
tating laws to second- and 
third-generation Martians. 

METRO: What’s the best 
type of governing struc¬ 
ture for this situation? 
Plutocracy? 

PF: I imagine something of 
a two-stage process. First, 
a proper non-democracy 
where military ranks 
dictated who had power. 
This would work well with 
a small group of military- 
trained astronauts. After a 
while, we’d probably see 
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HI-SEAS crew engineer Simon Engler used the Husky robot while testing 
machine operation in bulky spacesuits. He also explored how robotic 
companions ease loneliness, courtesy of dr. yajaira sierra-sastre 


the need for a local govern¬ 
ment for self-regulatoiy 
matters. At this point, we’d 
probably have a democ¬ 
racy — luckily the settlers 
would have the benefit of 
hindsight. What would be 
really exciting here is that 
the form the government 
could take would be quite 
unpredictable, because 
they would have the rare 
opportunity to make a com¬ 
pletely new government. 

METRO: How should Mars 
residents be taxed? Would 
an Alberta-style flat tax be 
an alien concept? 

PF: Taxation would be a 
tricky one for a while since 
most of the resources will 


have to be brought in from 
Earth. If they were using an 
Earthling currency, would 
they be buying products and 
services from each other? 
Would they create their own 
currency? If so, how would 
they decide the initial al¬ 
lotment of funds? At least 
until the colony was big 
enough, I’d have to imagine 
a bartering economy would 
spring up for basic goods 
and services (“I’ll trade you 
a hair cut for some Martian 
key lime pie.”), and perhaps 
a social obligation to con¬ 
tribute some labour to the 
settlement might spring up 
before a currency economy 
would.

A new survey suggests fewer 
than half of Canadians are 
willing to move for employ¬ 
ment opportunities — a find¬ 
ing that could shed light on 
why companies may instead 
be turning to temporaiy for¬ 
eign workers.

Employee Relocation Coun¬ 
cil, asked more than 2,000 
Canadians whether they’d 
move either within their 
provinces or to other parts of 
the countiy for a job.

Franchise needs a 
more exciting story to 
keep the Reel Guys 
caught in its web 


Richard: Mark, at two- 
and-a-half hours, the new 
Spider-Man movie is almost 
equal parts action and story. 

The first 15 minutes con¬ 
tains not one, but two wild 
action sequences that’ll make 
your eyeballs dance. 

If you haven’t had your 
fill of special effects for the 
week, your thirst will be 
quenched early on. 


Then the onslaught of 
story begins. 

Jammed packed with plot, 
bad guys and lots and lots 
of moony-eyed love, it’s the 
busiest superhero movie in 
recent memoiy. 

Did you get caught up in 
the film’s web? 

Mark: No, Richard, the 
movie got caught in its own 
web. Too much of the film is 
like the last one, which was 
very good, but do we need 
to rehash the origin story 
yet again? 

The action sequences are 
good, and they’d better be, 
because the plot and charac¬ 
ters are feeling kind of tired 
by now. 

Not that there aren’t good 


things in the movie. 

I liked Jamie Foxx’s vil¬ 
lain, who was sadly sympa¬ 
thetic in a Frankenstein kind 
of way. And Dane DeHaan, as 
tortured Oscorp heir Harry 
Osborn, has the best scenes 
in the picture, with an other¬ 
worldly look that reminded 
me of a British fascist circa

RC: I thought he kind of 
looks like the Evil Annoy¬ 
ing Orange with a better 
haircut. To each his own. 

He does have some of 
the best scenes in the 
film, and this is a movie 
with several well-crafted dra¬ 
matic moments. 


Too bad most of them 
feel like they’re lifted from 
another movie and dropped 
into this one as placeholders 
for the action sequences. 

Peter Parker is shedding 
tears over his love life one 
minute, swinging on webby 
vines through the streets the 
next. 

Both tones are well execut¬ 
ed, but they often feel forced 
together. 

MB: The movie seems more 
like a pastiche than a se¬ 
quel. 

Sally Field, bless her Nor¬ 
ma Rae heart, invests her part 
with the intensity of a Eugene 
O’Neill play. 

Jamie Foxx makes a sym¬ 
pathetic villain in the Frank¬ 


enstein mode even though 
he’s made up like a rogue 
member of Blue Man Group. 
But Richard, why is Spidey 
so cocky this go round? His 
awkwardness is usually part 
of his charm. 

RC: That’s more from the 
comic books. 

The Sam Raimi Spider-Man 
movies didn’t use Spidey’s sar¬ 
casm, but on the pages of the 
comics he wasn’t shy to let 
loose with some trash talk¬ 
ing. 

MB: The movie is watchable 
and intermittently enter¬ 
taining, but the franchise 
really needs to invigorate 
itself to keep me caught in 
its web.

“That’s the underlying 
premise of the film — put 
real information in front of

Revealing the abstract Under the Skin

There’s a striking sequence in 
director Jonathan Glazer’s 2004 
psychodrama Birth in which 
his camera holds tight on the 
porcelain visage of actress Ni¬ 


cole Kidman. As opera swells 
on the soundtrack, we continue 
to hold while observing her run 
the gamut of emotion, climax¬ 
ing with a shot of a single ciys- 
tal tear streaking her cheek... 

It’s a moment of poehy, 
wordless and beautiful and its 
ominous grace is amplified 


throughout eveiy minute of 
Glazer’s latest film, Under the 
Skin. The movie stars Scarlett 
Johansson as a humanoid alien 
vampire, driving through the 
streets of Edinburgh hunting 
for viral men whom she sedu¬ 
ces and harvests as food for 
her planet. Or something. The 
picture is sparse on dialogue 
and narrative clarity and that’s 
exactly what makes it such a 
profound — and disturbing — 
cinematic experience. 

“I think of it as an experi¬ 
mental film,” Glazer says. 

“There is no mastermind 
approach towards daring the 
audience. It’s more just the na¬ 
ture of this particular stoiy that 
is challenging. What is challen¬ 
ging, I think, is once you com¬ 


mit to her experience, you’re 
looking at it through her lens 
and in doing so, the film has 
to be told in the same perspec¬ 
tive. So I think it’s demanding, 
but it’s like anything: If you’re 
open to it, then hopefully you’ll 
enjoy the ride. If you’re not, 
then you won’t.” 

Under The Skin is nothing 
if not divisive. Impossible to 
market (Is it a science fiction 
piece? A horror film? Existen¬ 
tial drama?), the film is an abso¬ 
lutely singular experience and 
aside from Glazer’s dedication 
to the abstract, it’s Johansson’s 
remarkable, uninhibited turn 
(she is often unclothed) as the 
outsider adrift in a world she/ 
it does not understand that 
makes it so compelling. 


“That really is just about 
casting,” says the filmmaker. 

“It’s about looking out there 
and seeing who the right per¬ 
son for the character is and for 
Birth it was Nicole and for this 
one, it was Scarlett. She went 
into it with her eyes open and 
she understood that she was 
dealing with a character that 
had a braveiy that needed to be 
matched by hers as an actress. 
You can’t pull back from that. 
If you pull back from that then 
you’re pulling back from the 
telling of the story.” 

Reminiscent of heady 70s 
films like Nicolas Roeg’s The 
Man Who Fell From Earth, 
Under the Skin is a subjective 
experience. Because it never 
overplays its hand or offers 
much in the way of exposition, 
each viewer will react to it dif¬ 
ferently. Such was its creator’s 
intent. “I think its intention is 
to talk to the viewer at a level 
of consciousness. We bypass 
the intellect when we listen 
to music or when we look at 
a painting. I think film is a 
fantastic medium to be able to 
do the same. In how it’s hying 
to represent something kind 
of unimaginable — this infin¬ 
ite and alien entity — it’s not 
something for words, really. It 
shouldn’t be explained away. 
Our intention was to protect 
its alienness, to remain inscrut¬ 
able from beginning to end.”

Jack Bauer is back. After four 
years off the air, the ac¬ 
tion series 24 returns with 
a 12-episode miniseries, 24: 
Live Another Day. We tried to 
piy some info out of execu¬ 
tive producers Manny Coto 
and Evan Katz about the new 
story and what may be next 
for Jack. Let’s just say they 
held up under interrogation. 

How does it differ approach¬ 
ing 12 episodes instead of 
23 or 24? 

Manny Coto: It’s easier in 
the sense that it’s half the 
work, but it’s also challen¬ 
ging in the sense that the 


stories are more concen¬ 
trated in 12 episodes. There’s 
less room for wiggle. In a 
24-episode season, there were 
episodes that were transition 
episodes. There were episodes 
where not as much happened 
as in other episodes. But in 
this season, every episode has 
to be an A episode, has to be 
a premiere episode. There’s 
no taking-us-from-one-story- 
to-the-next episode. It’s 12 
episodes of high points. In this 
season, we really just pressed 
the pedal down hard and went 
all the way for what we’re 
doing. 

Evan Katz: Pedal to the metal. 
Coto: Right. I just didn’t want 
to say the cliche. 

Is this an example of the 
effect of successful cable 
shows, which have shorter 
seasons? 

Coto: I don’t really think that 
was the idea. This is kind of 
what they wanted. We were 
told, “Let’s do a 12-episode 
thing.” I personally would’ve 
gone to 24, but I’m the only 
person apparently in the room 
who would’ve done that. 



Katz: I would not have. 

Coto: Evan would not have. 

I liked the original format. 
However, this is something 
that has worked astound- 
ingly well. But we’re not 
doing a cable show. It’s 24, 
but it just happens to be 12 
episodes. We do still have a 
way to cover a full day. It will 
be 12 hours out of a 24-hour 
period, but each episode is in 
real-time.

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Geldof’s death linked to 
use of heroin: Police 


Heroin likely played a role in 
the death of British model and 
television personality Peaches 
Geldof, authorities said Thurs- 
day. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Paul Fotheringham of the 
Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate told an inquest 
into the death of the second 
daughter of Live Aid organizer 
Bob Geldof that a post-mortem 
examination was inconclusive, 
prompting further tests. In a 
brief hearing, Fotheringham 
said the results on the 25-year- 
old confirmed the presence of 
the drug. 

“There was recent use of 
heroin and the levels identified 
were likely to have played a 
role in her death,” he said. 

Geldof s husband, Thomas 
Cohen, found her on April 7 
after returning home from a 
visit to his parents. 

“Thomas entered the prop¬ 
erty and went upstairs think¬ 
ing that Peaches may have 
been sleeping.” Fotheringham 
said. “Thomas then located 


Peaches in a spare bedroom 
and it was obvious to him that 
she was deceased. 

“She was located on the 
edge of a bed with one leg 
hanging down to the floor with 
the other leg tucked under¬ 
neath her; she was slumped 
forward across the bed.” 

Fotheringham said that 
even though Geldof had spent 
much of that weekend alone, 
she had been in contact with 
friends and family. 

“All of the friends and 
family who had contact with 
Peaches during this period 
describe how she seemed her 
normal self and was making 
plans for the future, including 
booking a family outing for her 
sons the following weekend,” 
Fotheringham said. “There was 
no cause for any concern.” 

The stoiy offers a sad 
echo of the death of Geldof s 
mother, television presenter 
Paula Yates, who died of a drug 
overdose in 2000 when her 
daughter was 11.
